Dear Harold, 

I hope that my letter of the 6±th (w/ enclosures) just crossed paths 

with yours of the 10th, afad was not lost. Just in case, I am enclosing 
a copy of my letter, plus the Carr-Rankin-Jonsson stuff. Also a return-receibt 
postcard, as in my previous letter. 

The enclosed letters are the best in quality which I have. (Keep these 
copies.) US If XX I remember correctly, the light streaks in the center are 
on the Xerox "originals" which I saw in Texas. If you want to pursue this, 
you should write to James M. Day, Director of State Archives, Texas Archives 
& Library Building, 1201 Brazos St., Austin, Texas 78711. The material is from 
the "correspondence file," listed as vol. 2 of "Texas Supplemental Report on 
the Issassination. . .. " (Call letters TB K3835t) This file is more or less 
chronological, without page numbers, so it might pay to include a poor copy of 
the letters if you write. They will do Xerox at 10j5/^age. 

Incidentally, I don't think there is anything else interesting in this file, 
except a few letters indicating that the Texas people were not fully satisfied 
with their liason with the Commission, not being invited to some sessions, etc. 
Also, a few letters discuss the Hudkins-FBI -Oswald story, without ever saying 
exactly what they are talking about. Aausing, but no more, I think. 

I don't recall any literature references to the subject matter of this 
correspondence . 

According to Josiah Thompson, ggxx CD 381 may be important. It concerns a 
correction to a diagram concerning Connally's wounds; the Commission, however, used 
the uncorrected version. 

I have heard the Capitol record only once, on Harve Morgan's show one night. 

He played it at the end of the evening, so I don't know of any reaction. I wasi't 
too impressed - all I recall offhand is an erroneous statement by Liebeler about 
Lane's footnotes, and the bit about Sylvia's "polemic index." Capitol is not too 
subtle . 

I don't know of anyone here who would be eager to reactivate a Citizen's 
Committee here - the® is no organized interest on campus. Hal is very good at 
setting up visits, etc., which seems to be all that needs to be done by a group 
at the moment. It is unfortunate, but there seem to be very few active campus 
groups this year. 

I was quite impressed by the SatEvePost article. Whalen seems to have relied 
quite a bit on your work. He is more convinced than I that some notes are missing 
from CD 371 . It certainly seems inconceivable that from Friday to Sunday a.m. 
nothing was written down except on the 2 pp. of drawings, but the implications of 
what you say are so important that I would like to hear some "expert" (pathologist) 
opinion on the possibility of an innocent explanation-e .g. , that the notes Humes 
referred to are just 17H45-46.
